Nor can wee admit in difcretion, that a large quantity of thofe

the Booke Rules, and written Precepts , that upon the omiffion ot 
unpundtuall obfervation ef any of thofe Precepts in hacching, lod-

For the election of yonr Plants or Sciens you may take notice of 
two Families,orRaces,of Mulberry trees, the black,and the white 
difcordant in Wood, Leafe,and Fruit ; onely having this in come 
mon to {pring later then other trees, as never emitting their leaves 
til all apprehenfion of cold is vanifed , the black Mulberry is 
mot fabdivided into any other fpecies having the weed folid and 
ftrong , the leafe large, and cude inthe handling , the fruie black, 
great , and acceptable tothe Palate: But there are three apparente 
ly different {pecies in che white, diftinguifhed onely by the colour 
of the fruit, namely, white. black, andred : Yet is this fruit by

much leffe gratefull to the palate chen that of rhe black Mulberry. 
No other diftinétion befides , the colour of che fruit difcernes them 
one from the other, the Leaves of all three being of the fame meane

“But the filke taking fis quality from che leafe make us lay afide

‘light in the white ,.and never eate the red and black but by. con- 
firaind, a confe@urenot altogether itrefragable ; forwhy may it 
not bee controverted that Pullen and Swine being 4 greedy.
